WIFE ARRESTED: 
HUSBAND SOUGHT 


For the Murder of Little 
Alma Kellner. 


Mystery That Has Puzzled 
Louisville for Months Partly 
Solved---Body of Alma Kell- 
ner Found--Woman Held and 
Husband Hunted for Crime. 


Louisville, May 30.—Mrs. Joseph 
Wendling was tonight arrested on the 
charge of being accessory to the mupr- 
der cf Alma Keliner, whose mutilated 
body was found this morning in a 
cistern near one of the parish build- 
ings of St. John’s Catholic church. * 

Confronted with a gold ring and a 
pin whfch had been found ifn her trunk 
and after the pin hed been positively 
identified by the mother of the long 
missing child as one which Alma wore 
the day she disappeared, Mrs. Wend- 
ling maintained a stolid demeanor, and 
casually vouchsafed the information 
that the ring end the pin had been 
given her by a boy who found them on 
the street. 

Woman Makes Admissions. 

Mrs. Wendling also admitted that 
stains on some clothing which she 
washed for her husband shortly after 
the child disappeared were blood 
Stains. Her admission was made in 
advance of a chemical analysts of the 
garments which are in the possession 
of the police. She declared that the 
blood stains came from a wound her 
husband had accidentally suffered on 
his arm during the course of his work. 

Further than this, a three hours’ 
*sweating,” which ended shortly be- 
fore midnight, elicited little informa- 
tion from the woman whose husband 
the police now seek as the murderer of 
the little girl.

With the finding today of her 
mutilated and decomposed body in 
an old-cister under one of the 
parish houses of St. John’s Catho- 
lic church, Clay and Walnut streets, 
part of the mystery surrounding the 
disappearance of Alma Kellner, the 8- 
Year-old daughter of Fred L. Kellner, 
on December 8, has been solved. 
Frank Fehr, millionaire brewer, uncle 
of the child, who, since her disappear- 
ance, has spared neither time nor 
money in the search for her, has post- 
tively identified the body. 

The body was found Oniv a few 
yards from the entrance to 8t. John’s 
church, where Alma had gone to at- 
tend services the morning of her dis- 
appearance. . 

In a sworn statement 
Captain Carney, chief of detectives, 
this afternoon, Mrs. Wendling admit- 
ted washing muddy clothes of her hus. 
band’s shortly after the disappearance 
of the little Kellner girl. The detec- 
tives have these clothes, trousers. 
shirt and hat, and declare there are 
still blood stains on them. 

A little more than a year ago. ac. 
cording to police records, Wendling 
was arrested and fined because of im- 


proper conduct with a young girl whom 
he accosted on the street. 


Finding Body Mere Accident. 


The finding today of the body after 
months of search, not only in Louts- 
ville, but throughout the United States» 
for Alma Kellner, was by mere acct- 
dent. ; 

Saturday the janitor at &t. John's 
church told Father Schuhmann thar 
water was collecting under one of the 
parish buildings. Plumbers were sent 
for, and immediately commenced to 
pump out the water. Their work was 
resumed this morning. 

After pumping only a short time the 
water commenced to smell badly, and 
a few minutes later a slime covered 
object was discovered. A child's foot, 
with shoe and stocking on, appeared. 
The police and coroner were notified 
immediately by Father Schuhmann. 
After working for five hours over the 
fragments of the body Coroner Ellts 
Duncan said that the top and part or 
the left side of the skull and part of 
the right leg and foot were missine 
entirely. All the ribs on the left side 
were broken, he satd.

Mrs 
Wendling is 42.

According to the wife's statement to 
Captain Carney, Wendling was a 4de- 
serter from the French army.

No date was set for the 
triais of the indicted men, their sure- 
ties binding themselves to produce the 
three at the order of the court.

As 
compared with 1890, the report shows 
a gain of $0 communicants in each 
1,000 of population for the principal 
cities and a gain of 51 outside of them. 

Female members in 1906 outnumber- 
ed the male members by 32 per cent 
in continental United Atates, while in 
the principal cities the excess of fe- 
male members was _ proportionately 
less, being 960,626, jor 23.5 per cent.

Mrs. Hodgson Attended Meeting 


in St. Louis. 

Mrs. Frederick Hodgson has return- 
ed from St. Louis, where she went as 
a delegate to the National Conference 
for Charities and Corrections as a 
delegate from the Atlanta Anti-Tuber- 
culosis and Visiting Nurses’ Associa- 
tion. 

“I have never been in an atmos- 
phere more inspiring; one more com- 
pelling in its influence to lead people 
to work for the betterment of others,” 
said Mrs. Hodgson. “The men and 
women assembled there, it seemed to 
me, represented the highest element of 
individuals, for there was not one of 
them who did not seem to be doing 
good for good’s sake and to be a part 
of some movement making for human 
betterment. 

“I attended every session dealing 
with the work being done now for 
the wiping out of tuberculosis, and J] 
was impressed bythe interest taken 
in the subject by scientists and lay- 
men. I listened carefully to the re- 
ports of work being done in many 
cities in the anti-tuberculosis work, 
and was impressed that the organiza- 
tion and method of Atlanta’s work 
under the leadership of Captain Raoul 
is most abreast of the times. We are 
preceeding along the same lines as 
they are in other cities, our only lack 
being that of funds. We need a 
larger membership to warrant our 
having more nurses in the field, for 
our work is along lines protective and 
educational. Our object is to help the 
people who cannot afford to go to the 
sanitariums which have been estab- 
lished for the tubercular patients who 
can afford to pay for their treatment, 
or for whom it may be paid by others. 
Wonderful is the achievement this 
day in the matter of treatment for 
tuberculosis, but the work of our or-

ganization and that which stands as 
animminent needin Atlanta is to look 
after those people who have the dis- 
ease in its hopeless stage and who are 
endangering the members of the fami- 
ly around them.

Indianapolis, Ind., May 30.—In slash- 
Ing races at the Indianapolis speedway 
teday, new records were set for the 
national championships in stock car 
classes, to be contested annually. Bar- 
ney Oldfield with a Benz, broke the 
American speedway record for the 
mile and the kilometer, and Ray Har- 
foun, driving a Marmon, topped the 
time for 50 miles for cars of 231 td 
300 cubic inches displacement. 

An enormous crowd cheered the 
drivers on to desperate feats of speed 
and companies of militia were pressed 
hard to control the eager spectators. 

Oldfield cut the mile speed record 
down from $86 to 35.6 seconds, and the 
kilometer record from 23.7 to 21.45. 
Ile made the former records on the ‘Los 
Angeles track. 

In @ wonderfully sustained dash 
throughout the 50-mile race, Harroun 
easily led his rivals. He was ahead 
of the record at 30 and 40 miles and 
the finish. His time was 42.41. The 
former record, which was 44.48, Har- 
roun himself had set at Atlanta. 

Caleb Bragg, a- Cincinnati amateur, 
with a Fiat, was the third star of the 
day's triumphs. He won two 10-mile 
races and one 5-mile free-for-all race, 
and had to put up a hard fight for 
each of them, with Kirscher, in a Dar- 
racq. | 


National Championships. 


For the national champlonships, the 
Grivers raced with all their skill, fore- 
ing their engines to the limit. 

L. Chevrolet, in a Buick, winning the 
161 to 230-cylinder displacement cham- 
plonship for 10 miles, set the record 
down to 9:03 from 9:46; and Dawson 
(Marmon), wresting from Harroun the 
victory in the 231 to 300 class for 65 
miles, put a new mark at 4:41, 7 sec- 
onds better than the old time, 

Oldfield, in a Knox, won the 65 and 
10-mile championship in the 451 to 600 
Class, which included the highest pow- 
ered cars recognized under the stock 
ear racing rules. Leading all the way, 
Oldfield cut down the record for 6 
miles from 4:93 to 4:01. 

The honor for setting for next year's 
aspirants the championship record for 
10 miles in the 301 to 460 class, went 
to Aitken (National), who pulled down 
the time from 8:08 to 7:52.

Ty Cobb, of the Detroit Tigers, who 
won the American League pennant last 
year and the year before, admits that 
Detroit will not win it this year. Cobb 
picks the Philadelphia Athletics to cop 
the flag. While Cobb believes that 
Detroit has the best ball team in the 
American League, he says that the 
psychology of baseball will not allow 
the Tigers to come out first again in 
1910. 

“Fate,” says Ty, “seems to have de- 
creed that no team shall win four pen- 
nants in a row. Things are not break- 
ing for us as they should. Our mis- 
fortunes started when Tom Jones had 
his nose broken in St. Louis. That ac- 
cident cost us several games. Then 
Willett. who was pitching great ball, 
was taken ill and he did not come east 
with us. If we had him on this trip 
several more games would have been 
won 

“Rut it is the way things break for 
us in the games that convinces’ me 
that we are not to repeat. When we 
make an error it costs us the game, 
and when anv of us meets the ball fair- 
lv with men on the basis it usually 
goes right at someone or one of the 
opposing flelders makes a circus catch 
out of it. Any time that a team wins 
a pennant it must have the breaks be- 
sides playing consistent ball, and we 
have not had any this year.
